since hostilities began. They have either
Joined the insurgents or are in hiding In
the city.

Suburbs iu Ruins.
Manila itself is quiet, except at night.

The finding of the missing parts of the
pnmping machinery' averted a panic, as the
supply of water in the reservoirs was get-
tlntr low and would have 'been exhausted
within a coupie of days. Villages outside1
the city, however, are ra ruins, the houses
havlAg been burned by the Americans to
drive out. the natives, who, from the cover
of the buildings, galled the flanks and rear
of General Otis's hxmy. Hundreds of these
rebel sharpshooters were killed or wounded
by Americans as they fled from the burning
houses. The women have come back toi
Manila. Many of them had taken refuge
on the transports, and others had scattered
to the suburbs, which are now smoking1
ruirs. /
Except the street cars there are no

vehicles to be seen in the Manila thorough-1
fares. All conveyances available have been
Impressed to provide transportation for the
American soldiers. The city is all aflutterwith white flags; towels, pillowslipsand aprons tied to bamboos wave
In the windows of native residences everywhere.But it is from these windows that
the American patrols were flred on last
night. At 9 o'clock there was a general
fusillade in the Quiapo and Blnon districts.
The patrol of course returned the Are, and
the people of the city thought there was a
battle in the streets. There was nothing
to ii li u i must?, mm ine rerror or tue
people. No shot of theiu all appeared to
find its mark. ,

There are, of course, in the city a srreat
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many sympathizers with Aguinaldo. The
police live continually capturing men and
women with weapons concealed about
them. Bauds of armed natives infest the
dark side streets, but these scatter, of
course, as soon as the patrol appears.
On Saturday, about midnight, two Knglishmenfell in with such a aramr. The

natives imprisoned them until morning,
threatening them with death if they revealedwhat hod happened to them.
The rebels are supposed to have three

American soldiers as prisoners. It is reportedthat they are to be court-martlalled
at Maloloa. Before the outbreak of bos
tilities the rebels captured Sergeant Fischerand four engineers north of Manila, and
the next day General Otis sent Lieutenant
Halm to demand their release. He was also
made prisoner, but finally they were all releasedafter thirty-six hours' imprisonment
with nothing to eat but a cupful of rice.
At the immediate front is General Ovenshine'sbrigade, consisting of the Fourth

Cavalry. Fourteenth Infantry and First
North Dakota Infantry. They hold the
ground to the Paranaque River, and have
among their troifhies two insurgent field
pieces.

Splendid Work All Round.
General McArthur's division has advanced

beyond Gagalangir. toward Calooca.11. He
suffered no loss, as the natives retreated
before him, abandoning a strong earthwork
admirably constructed with embrasures.
This is now an American post. The Americansalso hold the railroad line to Malabonj

fleet. There has been a good deal of annoyancedue to the cutting of the wire
strung by the signal corps, and the order

almost every wheeled thing In the neighborhoodhaving been pressed into servme,
enabled the Commissary Department to
adequately ration the troops at the front.
The ordnance officers were not behind In
forwarding ammunition, and the medical
department's record is the pride of the
whole army.
Agulnaldo's proclamations are full of bold

language. In one of them he says: "We
have fought our ancient oppressors without
arms. We will now trust to God to defend
us against the foreign Invaders."

Consul Wildman Expected It.
Honu lions'. Feb. 7..The greatest satisfactionexists In commercial circles here

that the sovereignty of America in the
Philippines has bleen declared. As long as
the insurgents controlled nil the harbors
Consul wfhjpian refused clearances except
to Manila. All the business of hemp, sugar
and tobacco was done at great risk and
frequent loss.

Will Fight in the Hiils.

The General Reports That He Has Capturedthe Water Works and Is

Washington, Feb, 7..The news from
General Otis to-day consisted of two bulletin,s,one received about 11 a. m. and the
other about 3:30 p. m. The first contained
the information anxiously awaited by the
President that Generar Otis had seized
the water works.
The bulletin was rushed over to the

White House, where it showed the Presidentthat General Otis had carried out his

General Otis's bulletin was. in fact, a

confirmation of the statement made by the
Journal and so persistently denied by the

to General Otis on his good and effective
work.
The report of casualties was awaited

with more anxiety than that of yesterday,
because it was expected to show a very
large list of wounded.
